orange and 


right half In green; danger signal, 
triangle with Chinese Vermilion and 
border of white; information mark- 
Ings, jblack on orange, white on red, 
or white on green, according to the 
information.

And 
they get much further. 


The more men of Mr. Longworth's 


traits that we have in public life the 
better for all of us. For work is then 
done in the calmness of reason in- 
stead of the fire of conflict and, be- 
cause it is done with a fairer realiza- 
tion of the rights of others, it is al- 
most invariably better done. 


PARACHUTES 


-Will Rogers wonders why para- 


chutes are not provided for passengers 
in-commercial airplanes. Many people 
arc-thinking about the same thing. 


Had Knute Rockne and his fellow 


passengers been equipped with this 
safety device, doubtless some of them 
would be alive today. That passen- 
gers should be required to don para- 
chutes might create in their minds an 
inhibition against flying which would 
be detrimental to the aviation business. 
jWhile statistics show that air travel is 
continually improving and that fatali- 
ties are becoming less in proportion to 
the number of passengers carried and 
miles flown, those who use this meth- 
od of transportation must realize that 
there are hazards, and that when the 
occasion arises for the use of a para- 
chute, there is nothing else which will 
take its place in the saving of one's 
life.- ' 


To jump or not to jump would l>e 


the question, as with Hamlet in his 
famous soliloquy, "To be, or not to 
be,—Ay, there's the rub." But unlike 
Hamlet,'the air passenger could not 
meditate on the solution of the mo- 
mentous ^question with chin in the 
palm of his hand and thoughts linger- 
ing over the passage of time. The an- 
swer to the 'question must .be prompt 
and decisive. It would be, jump or 
find "the undiscovered country, from 
whose bourne no traveler returns." 


Lives can be saved by equipping pas- 


sengers with parachutes and in giving 
them careful instruction in their use. 
iThat the thought of its possible need 
may affect the volume of passenger 
traffic is unworthy of consideration 
compared to, the element of safety in- 
yolved. And perhaps its presence will 
overcome the timidity of many travel- 
ers. 


AGAIN THE MARINES 


The prompt action of the United 


States marines in rendering aid to the 
stricken city of'Managua is a matter 
of pride to our citizens. That they 
had not all been withdrawn was a 
fortunate circumstance. 


The presence of these troops in Nic- 


aragua has been a subject for criti- 
cism by many people in this country 
and by most of the Central and South 
American republics. Now that the oc- 
casion has arisen where their efficiency 
and training will be of inestimable 
value in the face of the overwhelming 
calamity which has taken place, pro- 
tests against their presence will be- 
come feeble.

The marines, working with the local 


national 
guard which they trained, 


have-met a situation which could not 
nave been handled except by troops 
thoroughly grounded in discipline, 
pie service that they have performed 
in the past in Nicaragua is appreciated 
by the law-abiding citizens of that re- 
public, and the assistance rendered in 
ihe.p_resent emergency, will add greatly 


, to their goodwill. 


It is natural that Central and South 


lies should ascribe .ul* 


terior motives to the marine occupa- 
tion of Nicaragua. Particularly is this 
so when -it is apparent that a poten- 
tial Nkaraguan canal is of vital inter- 
est to this country. It is quite true 
that no canal will ever be constructed 
there except under, the direction and 
control of the United States, and the 
marines may be forced again to take a 
commanding position in that country 
should our canal interests be jeopard- 
ized. But it is certain that not only 
Nicaragua but other southern countries 
will be thankful that the "devil dogs" 
were on the job during the recent ca- 
tastrophe. 


"THE 
SUNSHINE OF NEW 


MEXICO" 


The appellate court in recently up- 


holding the conviction 01 Albert B. 
Fall said that the charge of the trial 
court to the jury ,was "on the whole, 
comprehensive, fair and impartial." 
But while those rather mild words 
are 'in the usual calm tone of judicial 
opinions, in reality they approve the 
trial'judge's handling of one of the 
most dramatic* settings ever created in 
a courtroom in America. 


A man about seventy years of age 


who had had an illustrious career that 
took him near the top of the ladder, 
who in fact had been both senator of 
the Ujiited States, and its secretary of 
the interior., .was on trial, charged with 
the most disgraceful act of which such 
a man can be guilty, that he was a 
traitor to his trust. 


At thetime of trial Mr. Fall was ap- 


parently a hopeless invalid. He was . 
brought into the courtroom in a wheel- 
chair, carefully wrapped in blankets. 


He was surrounded by nurses and 


caretakers to minister to his every 
want, nor was their presence super-' 
fluous. 


At times his aged frame was racked 


with prolonged fits of coughing. He 
had great difficulty in getting his 
breath. He appeared upon the verge, 
any moment, of stepping out into the 
Great Beyond. 


His attorneys were making the most 


of this situation, presenting it in a 
forceful manner-and clearly for the 
purpose of creating a feeling of sym- 
pathy for the defendant. Indeed it 
would take a juror with a heart of 
stone not to feel sympathy. 


In addition to all this there w& the* 


natural, reluctance of these jurors to 
officially proclaim that a member of 
the cabinet" of a president of the United 
States was guilty of the 
loathsome 


crime of accepting a bribe, for Fall was 
to be the first one ever so convicted. 


At the time, too,, the weather at 


Washington was bad,-cold, raw, dan- 
gerous, and the attorney for Mr. Fall, 
between the sobs heard throughout the 
courtroom, closed with a peroration 
asking the jury to send the defendant 
back to the "warm and healing sun- 
shine of New Mexico." Thereupon 
Judge Hitz who was presiding com- 
menced his charge to the jury. He 
stated this way: 


"Counsel have urged you to send this 


man back to the sunshine of New Mex- 
ico. 
You have nothing whatever to do 


with the sunshine of New Mexico. You 
are here to decide this case upon the 
evidence, and nothing else." 


Fall and his attorneys felt that that 


charge defeated them. Perhaps it was 
an important factor in bringing the 
jury back to a realization of the seri- 
ousness of their duties. 


That the court of appeals has upheld 


the right of a trial judge to puncture 
obviously misleading arguments so 
that with his longer and more thor- 
ough experience he may the more tru- 
ly guide the jury aright instead of per- 
mitting it to be misled, is important, 
for such should be one of the major 
functions of a trial court. 


The language of Judge Hitz deserves 


a place in the real literature of judicial 
tribunals and should be referred to of- 
ten.

I was so nervous from 
the pain in my head.. You see, I had a 
small quantity of lysol left, so I had 
put that in. a~.regular medicine-.bot- 
tle. That Is how I happened to put 
the bottle to my lips, and somet of 
the lysol got In my mouth, though 
I don't believe I actually swallowed 
any. Ever since, I cannot taste any- 
thing at till. Can you tell me any- 
thing to bring' myjtaste back? I am 
getting/weak .because J cannot eat 
anything and Iffeel, very depressed 
about the accident'//': .•< j 


First,"! do not know of/yinythfng 


but time to restore' the'taste. When 
the damage done the'delicate tissues 
of the mouth by- the phenol com- 
pound-heals the taste wilT probably 
return. Lysol Is-a mixture of'a cre- 
sal ("carbolic',' or a similar chemical) 
with liquid soap",

The first moral to be drawn from 


the story Is this; 
*

Never keep poisons in the home. 
If anything1 at all -poisonous must 


be used in the^ home it should be 
kept elsewhere than in the medicine 
closet or with the toilet articles." I 
had a good lesson about that when 
T^was a medical student. In those 
days we still used the cresol called 
phenol or more familiarly "carbolic 
acid" for various purposes and 1 had 
a vial of the pure phenol on the 
shelf alongside of some lotion I used 
on the face after shaving-. One day 
In a hurry I rubbed a handful of the 
pure liquid phenol upon my map by 
mistake, and for a time I looked Just 
as tough as I am. 


There has been considerable agita- 


tion to have some standard 
and 


characteristic container-adopted for 
universal use for poisons. Such a 
bottle haying -spikes all over Its sur- 
face would Instantly warn one who 
picked It up by mistake—if there 
were some -way to prevent the use 
of a similar rough-surfaced contain- 
er for harmless things. However, 
that would not have prevented sucli 
a mistake as the young lady tells 
us she made. 


One of the most "terrible poisons 


which people keep'In the" house for 
no good reason at-all is strychnine. 
Often those who keep this poison in 
the house are unaware of. the fact 
that they possess such a 
deadly 


poison—until some luckless child 
finds It and eats some. That is a 
peculiarly refined crime that shames 
our civilization—I mean we permit 
such terrible accidents to happen 
merely because we haven't the guts 
or the decency to put-a -stop to the 
incorporation of sft-ychnine In all 
kinds of postrums, popular and 
iredical, which are indiscriminately 
distributed without a word or warn- 
ing of caution about the deadly poi- 
son. This Is a great country for 
brave talk about our concern for the 
children's welfare, but when it comes 
to the question of making an extra 
dollar In business we don't give'A 
darn about the life of a child. ' 


In a general way I wish to reas- 


sure renders tnat. to the best of my 
knowledge and belief, there Is no 
advantage to be gained by th» tise 
of any poison as an alleged anti- 
septic.

One or the law* ef habit forma- 


tion is: Never skip an occasion for 
practicing the habit you wish to 
form. That law must not be over- 
looked when we are trying to es- 
tablish a good habit In a child's 
mind.

habit of eating with strict regularity 
must be established without a break.

Be content 'to.serve the prescribed 
dish often enough to effect your pur- 
pose, and seldom, enough to allow the 
child to -get a good, perspective on 
it. Many a child1' has turned from 
this much needed stimulant because 
it was too much with him. 


Do a little judicious skipping, now 


and then. There is, no reason why 
a healthy child should 'not. have a 
variety of vegetables, a variety .of 
fruit. Here Jn America, there as the 
best assortment of green foods/and 
delicous fruit that is to be found in 
the world. 
There Is no excuse for 


sickening the children with ah .un- 
varied, monotonous menu. And'when 
the vegetable or the', juice comes 
round in Its turn, vary It in form 
and', service exactly; as you would 
wish It varied and changed'for you.

proaching motion pictures in clear- 
ness of Images It can reproduce. 


A small group of spectators 
in 


:he back room of a machine shop on 
the far west side looked last night 
at black and white pictures of near- 
by persons reproduced at the other 
end of the same room. The images 
on tho receiving screen \\ere two 
feet square and moved synchronis- 
tically with motions of the person 
before the transmitting apparatus. 


These "close-ups" were nearly as 


clear as movie films. Their produc- 
er, Ulysses A. Sanabria, said he be- 
lieved they were the largest and 
clearest black and white •effects yet 
shown through television to the pub- 
ic. 


Harold Hayes, federal radio su- 


pervisor for the Ninth district, de- 
scribed them as "marvelous, 
the 


best he had seen In three years of 
watching the growth of television." 


Then the young inventor—he is 24 


—opened a bag of tricks. 


He gave one of his assistants a 


figurative shave, manipulating the 
light rays thrown on his face until 
evidence of a heavy beard had been 
almost eliminated. 


He threw such a tiny light on the 


subject that persons nearby could 


not discern his features, 
yet the 


keen-eyed receiving set picked up 
tho reflected rays and produced a 
clear view of the face. 


Then Sanabria tinted faces and 


objects placed before the close-up 
lens. Green on the label of a water 
jar was clearly apparent. Other col- 
ors also were faintly tainted Into the 
television image. 


The color work was 
doiie with 


neon-mercury gas and the black and 
white pictures with helium gas tun* 
ed into the special television lamp 
designed by Warren G. Taylor, col 
laborator with Sanabria. 
Neither 


claimed credit for developing color 
work In television but only the abll 
ity to achieve minor effects. 


The work was done, 
however, 


with only one light channel for the 
three primary colors, red, blue and 
greon. 


"Colors In television are still in 


an embryonic stage," he said. "So 
is much of our work in sound ef- 
fects. Many owners of radios 
fear 


their sets will be rendered obsolete 
by the Immediate introduction of 
television. That Is not true. Televi- 
sion will supplement the radio. Any- 
way, it has not yet reached a com- 
mercial stage of development."

tween wholesale and retail prices of 
bread and meat was undertaken by 
the department at'the request of the 
legislature. Statistics on the price of 
meat were obtained from 16? meat 
markets In seven cities and bread 
prices were gathered from 222 retail 
groceries in eight communities. 


The cities selected for the meat In- 


vestigation were Kenosha, Milwau- 
kee, Madison, Janesville, Green Bay. 
Superior, and LaCrosse. In the bread 
price investigation the same cities 


plus Racine were used as being rep- 
resentative of conditions throughout 
the state. 


The retailers' Margin on bread 


varied from one-half cent to two 
cents one one pound loaves and from 
one-half to four, cents on one and 
one-half pound loaves. This margin, 
or gross profit, represented 17.65 per 
cent of the consumers' bread dollar. 
The baker's net profit was found to 
be 2.79 per cent of the bread dollar. 
The report did not show the gross 
profit of bakers.

San Francisco—(>P)—A $35,000,00' 
bond Issue passed by northern Call 
fornia counties has removed the last 
•obstacle to construction of the Gold 
en; Gate, bridge, the world's longes 
single suspension highway span. 


•Jt -will'hang on two isteel cables 


weighing 43,750,000 pounds 
from 


towers .'740 feet high. 


Although the Golden Gate Js onl> 


slightly more than a mile wide, the 
bridge will stretch 8,043 feet from 
portal to portal. 


The central span will bo 4,105 feet 


long, and 220 feet above high water 
at the center, both side spans going 
out 1,100 feet-each to the bridge 
heads. 


Construction will require four 
years and: provide employment for 
hundreds of Idle men. There will be 
an annual payroll of $735,000. 
-. For the first- time In bridge build 
ing a modernistic retreating type of 
architecture will be employed, with 
vertical lines to emphasize the de- 
sign. Two of the towers will have 
glass encased observation platforms 
on top, and plazas at each end. 


Towers,, surmounted by aerial 


beacons, will be built of a series of 
non-encased square-steel cells "stop- 
per off" to give a receding effect. 
. The observation platforms provide 
a panoramic view of the Pacific, 
San Francisco bay and the cities on 
its shores. . 


Ten-foot sidewalks, with alcove 


benches at Intervals, will flank a 
60-foot roadway with six lanes for 
motor traffic, and two for bus ser- 
vice. The total width will be 90 feet. 


A great circular plaza on tho San 


Francisco side, with a terraced and 
landscaped encarpment, will be sur- 
rounded by a portal structure, with 
two massive pylons at the bridge- 
level.

•It -will hang on two jsteel -cables 


weighing 43,750,000 pounds 
from 


towers '740 feet high. 


Although the Golden Gate Is only 


slightly more than a mile wide, the 
bridge will stretch 8,043 feet from 
portal to portal. 


The.central span, will bo 4,105 feet 


long, and 220 feet above high water 
at the:center, both side spans going 
out 1,100 feet-each to the bridge 
heads. 


Construction 
•will require 
four 


years and-provide employment for 
hundreds of Idle men. There will be 
an annual payroll of $735,000. 
. For the first-time in bridge build- 
ing a modernistic retreating type of 
architecture will be employed, with 
vertical lines to emphasize the de 
sign. Two of the towers will have 
glass • encased observation platforms 
on top. and plazas at each end. 


Towers,, surmounted 
by aerial 


beacons, will be built of a series of 
non-encased square-steel cells "stop- 
per off" to give a receding effect. 
.The observation platforms provide 
a panoramic view of the Pacific, 
San Francisco bay and the cities on 
its shores. 


Ten-foot sidewalks, with alcove 


benches at intervals, will flank a 
60-foot roadway with six lanes for 
motor traffic, and two for bus ser- 
vice. The total width will be 90 feet. 


A great circular plaza on the San 


Francisco side, with a terraced and 
landscaped encarpment, will be sur- 
rounded by a portal structure, with 
two massive pylons at the bridge- 
level.

Propose Changes in Na- 
tional Laws 


Madison —WP)— Wisconsin is not 


wholly in accord with its consti- 
tution as evidenced by the number 
of proposals 
for 
constitutional 


amendments pending in the legis- 
lature. 


Eighteen joint resolutions propos- 


ing changes m the constitution are 
before the present session, some of 
which provide drastic departure from 
existing laws. Four have already 
been approved by the 1929 legisla- 
ture and if ratified this y*ar will 
be placed before tho people at a 
referendum in November, 1932. Pas- 
sage in the referendum automatically 
renders tho amendments effective. 


The four amendments awaiting 


ratification include three by Sen. 
Thomas M. Duncan. Milwaukee, pro- 
viding for increases in the salaries 
of governor and lieutenant-governor 
and correction of the term "house of 
representatives" to "assembly," and 
the Loomis 
resolution providing 


that bonded indebtedness for tho ac- 
quisition of publicly-owned utilities 
may exceed the present limit of five 


per cent of a municipality's assessed 
valuation. 


Th« latter measure and another 


resolution by Sen. O. 8. Loomia to 
permit the state to so into the -pow- 
er nnd light utility business have 
duplicates in the assembly by Moul- 
ton B. Goff and J. TV.

a. result of the soils test, one farm- 
er has changed his planting plans by 
changing the fields on which he had 
been, planning to sow sweet clover 
to alfalfa, and put the sweet clover 
•where he had planned alfalfa, be- 
cause the field with the higher phos- 
phate content being better fitted to 
get a good catch of alfalfa.
